Next Tuesday night the city coun- 
cil will resume hearing on the city’s 
master plan. Our planning is prob- 
ably the most important single 
function of the city government. A 
good job is necessary to make the 
Menlo Park of the future as de- 
sirable place to live as the Menlo 
Park of today. 

There can be no question as to 
the growth of the community over 
the next five, 10 and 25 years. The 
problem is to keep Menlo Park al- 
ways a community of suburban 
homes with a country atmosphere. 
To do that we must not let down 
on our minimum lot sizes. Not to 
do that is the first step toward be- 
coming an ugly, crowded little city. 

Other steps to preserve our rur- 
al atmosphere are the planning of 
our street pattern to keep the 
through traffic on a comparative- 
ly few streets, our tree planting 
program and the general tenor of 
our ordinances. 

A growing community requires a 
shopping area, one that is conven- 

ient for our residents and pleasing 
to the eye. Our master plan is 
much concerned with the problem of 
providing adequate parking for the | 
future. 

There are plenty of horrible ex- 
amples about us of shopping cen- 
ters where adequate parking has 
not been provided. The one park- 
ing plaza we have provided increas- 
ed property values adjacent to it 
many times its cost. 

The proposed new master plan 
will include a parking plaza in 
the Santa Cruz-Crane-Oak Grove- 
University drive block. However 
adequate parking is not yet pro- 
jected on the other side of Santa 
Cruz avenue.

The Veterans’ Guide 


Aid |s Offered 
Children of 
Deceased Vets 


If any son or daughter of a de- 
ceased veteran whose death was due 
to wartime military service is con- 
sidering dropping out of school at 
the end of the spring term solely 
for financial reasons, he or she is 
urged to consult Floyd D. Granger, 
veterans service officer of San Ma- 
teo county, before making a decis- 
jon. 

Granger called attention to what 
he described as “one of the least 
known ‘but most valuable provisions 
of the California program of bene- 
fits for dependents of those who 
died in wartime service or from 
service-connected causes,” officially 
known as the veterans’ dependents 
educational act. 

Under this law the Children of 
certain deceased veterans are eli- 
gible for financial assistance to 
complete their education. This as- 
sistance amounts to $20 a month 
while the student is in high 
school, and $40 a month above 
high school level. 

The child may be eligible as soon 
as he or she reaches the age of 16. 
Application must be made before 
the 2ist birthday, however. The 
father whose death was due to war- 
time military service need not have 
entered service from California, but 
the child must have lived in this 
state for at least five years prior 
to date of application for educa- 
tional assistance. 

The assistance may continue until 
the student has completed his stud- 
ies or has reached his 27th birthday, 
whichever occurs first.

At Red Cross First Aid Stations

There are Red Cross emergency 
first aid stations in the Menlo 
fire station on Merrill avenue, in 
the Atherton station on Almen- 
dral avenue and in the East Palo 
Alto station at Bayshore Highway 
and Manhattan avenue. The Se- 
quoia chapter also maintains sta- 
tions in the two Redwood City 
firehouses and in the Portola and 
Woodside firehouses. 


Falls from horses, automobile 
accidents, and bee stings are just a 
few of the incidents which bring 
people into the American Red Cross 
emergency first aid stations every 
day, according to Deputy Chief E. 
J. Wickstrom of the Menlo Park 
fire district, first aid chairman for 
Sequoia chapter, American Red 
Cross. 

“Because these stations are in 
the firehouses in this area, many 
people do not realize that they are 


Victims of automobile accidents 
and near-drownings are_ treated 
more frequently in the Portola and 
Woodside emergency stations, since 
ambulances and doctors are not as 
readily available there as in more 
populous areas. 

Chief Wickstrom pointed out that 
first aid is the immediate emerg- 
ency aid given for injuries pending

treatment by a physician. All pa- 
tients treated at the first aid sta- 
tion, no matter how small their 
wounds may be, are advised to go to 
their own doctor or clinic for furth- 
er treatment, Wickstrom said. There 
is no charge for Red Cross first aid, 
he added. 

Such emergency supplies as band- 
ages, splints, and stretchers are 
available at the stations, and there 
is at least one well-trained first 
aider on duty at all times at each 
station. Most of these first aiders 
are first aid instructors who are 
members of the fire department. 

First aid training is compulsory 
for firemen and some of them, 
after taking the standard course, 
go on to take the advanced and 
then the instructor's course. AS 
instructors, they volunteer to 
teach first aid courses to other 
firemen, policemen and civilians. 

Chief Wickstrom reports that 
there is a demand for more first 
aid courses than the present num- 
ber of available instructors can 
handle. There will be an instructor’s 
course given next fall by a repre- 
sentative of the Pacific area, Amer- 
ican Red Cross, which will be open 
o anyone with an advanced first 
aid certificate, he said. 

The advanced course, which takes 
12 hours, must be preceded by the 
18-hour standard first aid course. 
Standard and advanced certificates 
must be renewed every three years, 
while the instructors certificate 
must be renewed each year. Com- 
pletion of a refresher course is re- 
quired for each renewal. The junior 
first aid course takes 15 hours, and 
is available to groups of young peo- 
ple. 

While all first courses give val- 
uable information on what to do 
for an injured person in an emerg- 
ency, Chief Wickstrom said, they 
also stress the greater value of ac- 
cident prevention. He advised that 
anyone wishing to sign up for a first 
aid course call Sequoia chapter 
headquarters, EMerson 6-3851.
